(JE.N'UJM"] ASIATIC CHOLERA. 

Not Cholerine but the Pestilence Itsi'U which 
has Invaded several Euro- 
pean Forts. 

IIi.MDDEa, Aug 2,3. — To-day tho authori- 
tica in this city admit that the "cholerine" 
hero ia true Asiatic cholera. There were 
120 casei of cholera here yesterday. Many 
deaths were reported. Tho North Gorman 
Oazotto Bays; "The Imperial board of 
henlth haa appointed Dr. Koch and Ur. 
RahtB to confer with tiio authorities at 
Hamburg in regard to tho cholera and ar- 
range meraurea to combat the diaeasc." 
Consul Williams at Havre, reporta an cpi- 
damio ot Asiatic cholera at that place with 
many dcatha, and advi?ca an inspection of 
the fast liner La Touraine, due at Now 
York, Saturday, August 27th. The lateat 
news hero expressea a doubt whether tho 
chnlora liab not also reached Antwerp. 

Wash, -oton, Aug. 23. — Aaalstunt Secre- 
tary Spiiuldini; -and Surgeon Austin, of tho 
Marino hospital aervico, had a conference, 
this afternoon, looking to the best methods 
to be employed to prevent the introduction 
of cholera into tho country. It was de- 
cided to inform the health oiSoers of Now 
York and Baltimore of the condition of 
affairs, and edso to notify the iramigraat in- 
spectors. ' Secretary Spaulding is in oom- 
nunication with tho agents of the ateamabip 
lines vvith a view to having immigranta and 
their effects thoroughly diainfected on the 
other aide of the water. 

Later — The spread of cholera in thia city 
aince yesterday excites grave alarm, Tho 
disease ia in all parts of the city, the sub- 
urba and along tho harbor. Several atrcets 
have been closed on account of tlie preval- 
OQce of the diaeaae in thorn. In Altona 29 
cases hail been reported. 

.St-(»aninrfi nnminrr diroeh frntu Hainbiircr 
arrive at the following American ports: 
New York, Baltimore, Boaton, Portland, 
Maine, and Philadelphia. The matter of 
refusing permission to iininigrants to lucd 
for any other reason than violation of the 
U. S. iininigration lawa depends al present 
on the local health boarda at the ports of 
entry, by whom all vesacla are supposed to 
be thoroughly inapecled. In tho event of 
the cholera epidemic at Hamburg aaauming 
serious proportiona all iiDmigratioii from 
that port (which is now very considerable) 
would probably be cut ofl. The suporviaiug 
•urgeon-general of the marine hospital aer- 
vico is entruatcd, under tho approval of tho 
Secretary of tho Troaaury, with large dia- 
cretiouary powera, and there la a conaider- 
blo appropriation to deal with emcrgeucica 
of thia kind. Surgeon-General Wignian is 
abaent in Boston at the {)reaenttlme on mat- 
ters connected with immigration.

Premier Abbott Kot Coming to the 
Coast— How Coiitag:ioii3 Disease 
lias Been Spread. 

Tho Salvation Army Secetlers Start 
Out on Tlieir O-wn Hook— 
Bicycle Cayalry. 

(Spocial to tho Colonist.) 

ToROKTO, Aug. 23— Tho startling discov- 
ery has just been made here that the cover- 
ings of the mattraasea from the beds of the 
diphtheria, scarlet fever and typhoid 
patients sent to the city crematory to be 
burned, have not been destroyed, but col- 
lected by the employes of the crematory 
and sold to junk atorea. This makes out 
the clear cause of the reosnt spread of con- 
tagious diseases in this city whioh has been 
puzzling the sanitary authorities. 

A movement is on foot to form a volun- 
teer battalion of bicycle cavalry in Toronto, 
and has progressed so far that the Govern- 
ment have been applied to for permisaion to 
raiao a aix company battalion. 

'The Eiiipire's Montrealcorrespondcnt haa 
had an interview with Sir John Abbott's 
eldest sou, who dcniea tho story that tho 
Preniier ia going to tho Pacific Coast in 
President "Van Horne'a private car. He 
says his father has left for Quebec, whore 
he will await tho arrival of his own yacht, 
in which he will take a trip to tho Lower 
at.

The (.troubles in tho Toronto division of 
tho Salvation Army h&vo finally culminated 
in what appears to he a split.

THM SANiTA;TION QTJBSTiOir; 

To THE Editor;— Some ten days ago you 
published several letters on the above 
question. Theso promised to lead to a good 
deal of light being thrown on a rather un- 
savory auhject; but, like many other things 
in thia city, tho corre.spondeuco appears to 
have died of inanition. It ia a pity, for as 
we have just got rid of a dangerous epi- 
demic, tho public is probably nioro disposed 
to listen now than it will he when things 
have reaumed their normal condition. 

These letters having arouRcd my interest, 
I went to the meeting laat Thursday, in tho 
hope of licaring, in connection with tho 
Sewerage By-Law, aomethini; which might 
ba worth listening to, but, to my disap- 
pointment, tlicre v.'aa but little. Dr. Sproulo 
amplified somewhat the remarks in his 
letter to j'ou, and mado several state- 
ments regarding tho general sanitary 
state of tho city, and nioro 
particularly what he called tho "open 
drain," near Johnson street, which are, un- 
doubtedly, too true, as tho evidenco of our 
eyes— and noses — will show those of ua who 
take our walks abroad. He further stated 
that the spread of ainallpox was certainly 
due to such conditions. After him came 
Dr. Davie, who replied that smallpox had 
nothing whatever to do with sanitary con- 
ditions; but, unfortunately, ho did not give 
any reason or authority for bis opinion. 
There the matter ended for that night. 

Now, tho attack and spread of amallpox: 
may or may not depend upon unsanitary 
conditions, but the intelligout public will 
not rest content with the mere ipse dixit of 
Dr. Davio or anyone else. At thia 
day we do not take our religious 
opinions from oar olergymen, why 
then should we take our sanitary 
opinions unquestioned from any of our 
medical men? Sanitation, no doubt, can 
only bo competently discussed by experts, 
but, at the same time, any man can ioriii 
a very !ntellii;ent opinion on the subject, if 
his studies are only directed in the proper 
channel ; 'and, surely, it is not too much to 
ask that those of the doctors who posaeaa 
special knowledge should devote u little 
time to putting it before the public. 'The 
importance of the question to the city de- 
nianda that some aaoriflce bo nuulo. 

It is not enough to have more or less ef- 
ficient means of stamping out an epidemic, 
when it is in our midst. Our energies 
would bo much better directed, if tliey 
were bent towards preventing t'lo occur 
renco of epidomica of smallpox or of any 
other disease. It is to be hoped, then, 
either that Dr. Sproule may further estab- 
liah his contentions, or that his arguments, 
if they are unsound, may bo diapoacd of by 
those of his brethren who think differently. 
In any event, a free discussion of the sub- 
ject cannot fail to be in the end of inestim- 
able benefit to Victoria and Victorians.

ceaa. I liavu with me a complete plant for 
expciimontuig on quantities up to one ton 
of the ores wil)i which I may bo provided. 
I have no doubt but that any improvement 
in the treatment of your ores, such us cheap 
and tliorough extraction by an easily 
■worked proceae, would be quite as much to 
your advantage as our own. 

Gold oroa may bo broadly divided into 
two classes, thoso which yield up their gold 
entirely or nearly so to treatment with mer- 
cury or otherwise, and those from whicli tho 
gold can either not bo extracted at all, or 
only in such a portial manner as to givo no 
economical commercial results. For every 
ton of ore which can bo successfully treated, 
as every miner knows, there are twenty or 
thirty tons of ore of such refractory nature 
that! in the present state of tho science of 
ore treatment they have to be rejected as 
Talueiess, 'although they often show a very 
muoh rioher assay value than tho more free 
millioK ores actually subjected to treat 
ment. The MacArlhur-Forrest process cau 
be easily found to meet all the required con 
ditions. 

In carrying out the process in practice 
its first characteristic is its extreme sim 
plioity. Tho method o£ working most gen 
erally applicable is as follows : The orea 
are pulveri/.ed, according to circumstances, 
to a liiiencsH of 40 to 60 mesh, and are then 
mixed wstli sufKcient water, in which 
cyaiiidis iu the form of cyanide of potaa 
sium has been dissolved, tho ohemical action 
being ussiated by tritutation or pescalation. 
yix hours iu tho vats is generally found 
■ auflioiont to extract the gold and silver. 
Tho iiiase is then transferred to large 
woodeu tanks, the Bohitiona are allowed to 
settle and are drawn off. Tho gold and sil- 
ver contained in these solutions are precipi- 
tated by passing them through zinc. This 
precipitation process is also protected by 
patent aud is simple and etlicient. 
As no calcinations or roasting is 
required the whole machinery consists of 
crushers, which may bo either stamps or 
rolls, and the few tubs before mentioned 
for triburating, filtering, etc. Tlie cost of 
erection for a mill for this process would be 
about the same as that for a plain stamp 
mill with copper plates. This cost, under 
ordinary local circumstances, should in a 
mill capable of treating 50 tons per day, 
not exceed 1530,000, everything included. 
There is no need to keep an expensive stock 
of mercury, involving a capital of §.'10,000 to 
$40,000 in a 50 ton stamp mill as referred 
to ; no necessity for any intricate machinery 
and a conspicuous absence of all compli- 
cated manipulations. Anyone acquainted 
•with tho mining districts of British Colum- 
bia will readily appreciate tho enormous 
practical importance of these points, not the 
least of which is the fact that the plants are 
so framed that they can be taken apart oud 
placed on pack animals for transportation 
over the most difficult traiU. 

Tho time for trials has p'ast. In March, 
1S91, a compe.ny was formed to work the 
cyanide process in South Africa, and the re- 
sult has been ao good that it is looked upon 
as tho only suocesaful method of treating re- 
fractory ores. The African company began 
by buying 10,000 tons of tailings from tho 
Robinson mine aud 9,000 tons from the 
Sheba mine, all of which they treated satis- 
factorily, leaving a liandsome profit to tho 
extracting company. Since this they have 
made enormous strides, and are now extract- 
ing several thousand ounces of gold per 
month, which is n large proportion of the 
total gold produced in the Transvaal. The 
company have more recently made contracts 
with tho Meyer & Charlton, the Nij,'el and 
.n„i,;i„e mino-i t" l"'y f--"'" t''"'" <" 
100,000 tons of tailings, and they are now 
treating from 5,(l()() to (i,OUU tons per month. 
The Robinson, Salisbury, Worcester, Ker- 
reira, Nigel, dubilce and many other mines 
are now working tho jiroceas then^selves on 
Royalties, which is a direct proot that tliey 
consider the cyanide process tho cheapest 
and most auocessful. It is a well known 
fact that the Robinson mine has added an 
.additional 1,500 ounces to their output of 
gold per month, and tho Nigel 2,000 ounces. 
That such results should have been attained 
in less than nine months working speaks 
volumes for the prooess, and tho shares of 
the African Company are already at a big 
premium. 

Estimated cost of twenty-one ton of ore, 
crushing, stirring ore in vats, etc., $1.50; 
Cyanide of Potassium, $3.50; total, $5.00. 

The cost of crushing, etc., is obviously 
put high BO as to be on the safe 
side, and with regard to the quantity 
of cyanide, experience has demonstrated 
that very many ores will not consume 
nearly as nmch as stated above. In Africa, 
tho coat of treatment on a large scale has 
been as low as §-! 'M per ton, which is ex- 
ceedingly moderate, tho profits that can be 
realized on a I)a8is of expenBo of S5 per ton 
for treatment are considerable. The ad- 
vantages of the MoArthur-Forrest over 
those in use for the treatment of refractory 
ores, such, for inatance, as the chlorinatiou 
process, are : 

1. Tho cheapness for which it cat bo 
worked, as already shown. 

2. No roasting. 

."!. No fuel or mercury is required. 

4. No sniclling or duxes are necessary. 

5. A largo percentage of silver is ex- 
tracted at the some time, and .without any 
extra expense, and is obtained with but 
very little extra labor. 

6. The machinery necessary is very 
simple and cheap. 

7. Small amount of power aud water re- 
quired. . 

8. Economy in tinio, six hours being tho 
nsual time allowed for decomposition. 

9. Orea containing load, tin or earthy 
carbonates may bo worked profitably by 
tliis process. 

J am leaving for Golden, where I shall be 
glad to give personal attention to any sain- 
pies sent from gold prospectors, free of cost. 
Those interested in mines hero need not go 
so far aliold as Africa for a proof of results 
from this proooBS. Tho following Bummtiry 
will be bf interest.

. lONG AT LIBEETY. 

The^Snpposcd llobbcr of the Stevenson Dia- 
'monds Acaulttod in tho FoUco Court. 

J. F. Long, accused of robbing the resi- 
dence of Mr. W. G. Stevenson of some S700 
worth of jewelry, was up for examination 
before Magistrate Macrae yesterday. The 
Chief of Police stated that' there was no 
evidence to connect Long with the robbery 
and tho court ordered tho prisoner dis- 
charged. Tho lady who claimed to have 
seen Long on the day of tho robbery and to 
have recognized him in the act of jumping 
the fence, when brought face to face with 
Long, was unable to say that he was the 
man. In fact she grew positive that he was 
not the man. The restilt was that the prose 
oution was left entirely without evidence. 

En an interview with Long he riiade the 
following explanation of his movements to a 
Colonist reporters "I know," said he, 
"that niy movements might have given rise 
to suspioion, but they had no reference 
whatever to the robbery. I waa prepared 
to prove by several reputable witnesses my 
exact whereabouts at tho time the robbery 
took place. As to my going away, that 
was caused as follows : Tlio smallpox made 
things so dull that Mr. Stevenson could not 
profitably keep me any longer. I was in a 
rather bad fix (inaucially, and was given to 
understand that 1 would not bo allowed to 
leave Victoria, and, not beinglable to secure 
employment here, I decided to leavo in 
boat. I arranged with the owner to return 
the boat by Mr. Brown, who went with me 
for that purpose. When wo got to Port 
Townsoud, we could not find an Indian to 
tako the boat hack. Brown had, just bo- 
fore, met with an accident, and CHuld not 
manage the craft alone. I wired the owner 
where the boat had been left, so that lie 
would not think that it was stolen. I left 
Victoria for tho purpose of spending a little 
time with my friend Mr. Sam Martin, of 
Tacoma, until I could secure emjiloyment. 
Ho know of the arrangement beforehand. 
As everyone knows by this time, tho news 
that I had confessed and that some of tho 
jewelry had been found on me, which was 
wired over here, was false." 

Mr. Sum Martin, of Tacoma, was with 
Mr. Lang at tho time and corroborated 
what had been said. 

"I have known Lang," said he, "for a 
number of years, and knew that he waa 
coming to Tacoma. 1 invited Lang and bis 
wife to make my homo their own until 
something turned up. I am the Exalted 
Grand Ruler ef the Elks of Washington, 
and am in the real estate and livery busi- 
ncaa in Tacoma." 

Brown, the missing man, came over last 
night. He was seen coming ofl' 1 he boat by 
Officer Redgrave to whom he said, "I heard 
that I was wanted over here and came over 
to see what tho trouble was." 

As no information had been laid against 
him Brown was not arrested and it is pro- 
bable that the whole atl'air will be dropped.

The extra of the B. C. Gazette announc- 

ng tho suspension of the odicoof Provincial 
Health Odicer, the contents of which were 
summarized in Sunday morning's iaaue of 
tho Colonist, made its appearance last 
evening. 

Under date of August 22, and heading 
"Repealing Health Rules, 1892," tho 

Order-in-Council reads : 

" Whereas the epidemic of smallpox re- 
cently prevailing ;has been brought under 
efTective control, and there appears to bo no 
longer any necessity for the continuance in 
office of tho Provincial Health Officer ap- 
poin^d under Order*in-Counoil bearing date 
the-ninth of July, 1892, or for the further 
exercise and performance hy him of the 
powers and duties conferred on and assigned 
to the Provincial Health Officer by tlie 
'Provincial Health Rules, 1892,' and tho 
' .Supplementary Provincial Health Regula- 
tions, 1S02' ; 

" Therefore, Hia Honor thn r.ipiitnn.i,!t. 
(iovernor has, by and with the advice of 
His Executive Council, been pleased to 
order, and it is hereby ordered, as follows: 

"1. Tlie Haid Ordur-in-Council is herel)y 
repealed, and I he therein mentioned John 
Ciiapman Davie, and the ollieer appointed 
by liim under section '2 of the said Regula- 
tion, are, and each of them is, liereby re- 
lieved and discliarf;ed from the further ex- 
erciEO of any and all powers on tliem or 
either of them conferred, and from the 
further jierfornuinco of any and all duties to 
them or either of them assigned, under and 
by virtue of the said Mules and Regulations, 
or any of them, and the jjowera and duties of 
tho I'rovincial Health Uflicer under the said 
Rules and Regulations shall devolve upon 
and be performalde by the Municipal Health 
Officer in each of tlie cities of \'icloria, 
Vancouver, New \Ve3tniiuster andXanaimo, 
aud in other cases by the local boards of 
health in and for their several districts, and 
tho powers and duties of the ollicor appoint- 
ed under section 'J of tlie saido Ilgulations 
shall henceforth devolve upon and bo per- 
formablc by die Municipal Health Officer 
for the city of Victoria. 

"2. Seotibns 1, 2, 3, 4, 7, 8, and 9 of the 
"Supplementary Provincial Health Regula- 
tions, 1892," are hereby repealed. 

"3. No order, act, or thing hitherto 
made, done, or transacted anywise howso- 
ever under or by virtue of the said Rules or 
Regulations, or any of them, shall in any 
way whatever bo invalidated, avoided, or 
made inefTectual by reason only of any re- 
peal contained iu these rules.",

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VIOLENCE FOLLY. 

The labor disturbances in the United 
States have boon moat alarming. The readi- 
ness with which the men on atriko resort to 
violence ia not calculated to gain for them 
sympathy from the other claasea of tho com- 
munity. T)io danger to tho peace of tha 
country haa been ao great that the author- 
ities were under the necessity of calling out 
the troops in four different caaes. At Home- 
stead tho disturbance almost assumed the 
proportions of actual warfare. At Ccuur 
d'Alene it was necessary to send troops to 
the mines at which tho strike took place to 
save men who wero unable to defend them- 
selves from being niaasaored. In Tennessee 
the outbreak very nearly took tho propor- 
tions of an inaurrcction. The inaurgent 
miners withstood the troops ; men were 
killed and wounded on both sides, and 
prisoners were taken. In Buffalo the con- 
duct of tlio striking men waa such that the 
troopa were called out to protect life and 
property. 

To what does this necessity of applying to 
the State for military force to keep the peace 
and protect law-abiding citizens from vio- 
lence tend? Does it not hasten the time 
when larpie standing armies will bo required 
to aid tho Government in quelling disorder ? 
When the people are so turbulent that sol- 
diers are frequently needed to keep the 
peace the rule of a military dictator is not 
far off. Peaceable men will not bo long in 
coming to the concluaion that militarism, 
-with all ita evils, ia preferable to anarchy, 
and there will be always ambitious men 
ready to take advantage of disorder to in- 
troduce the rule of the bayonet. 

We are surprised that thinking working- 
men do not ace that the resort to force to 
settle labor disputes must end in either 
anarchy or deapotiam. They would not 
allow men to drive them to work by force, 
neither would they submit to being kept at 
work-by either the bayonet or the bludgeon. 
Do they expect that employers and. capital- 
ists have less spirit and Icsa courage than 
they have? If they would disdain to work 
under compulsion ia it to bo expected that 
the men who employ them and tho men who 
invest their money in industrial enterprises 
ore going'to submit tamely to coercion t If 
(he American strikers had as much 
intelligence and thinking capacity as 
men who ure their own masters, ought 
to have, they woukl ace that in reaort- 
ing to violence to accoinpliah tlieir purpoaea 
they are their own worat enemiea. Wliat 
have the iron workers of Homestead gained 
by their resort to force ? How much better 
are tho miners of Tennessee for their attempt 
to redress their own griovancea by an ap- 
peal to arms V What arc tlio switohineii of 
Buffalo likely to g'liu by rioting and by 
burning cars and car aheds ? They are all 
certain to lose a very great deal and to gain 
nothing, or rather much less than nothing. 
The result will bo to the very great majority 
of them loss and suffering. 

A civilized community cannot afford to 
permit violence and lawlessness to triumph. 
Weak and raacally politicians may for a 
while humor the turbulent and pre- 
vent tho laws being enforced. But 
the time is sure to come 
when the lovers of order and the law-abid- 
ing men of the community will exercise 



thoir strength and, brushing the Tolitioians 
aside, insist upon obedience to the laws. 
They may be long-suffering and forbearing, 
but they will not remain quiescent very 
long. And it must not bo foreolten that 
they are numeroua -enough when they are 
roused to snow the lawless ' and violent 
under at the pclls, and to uphold the gov- 
ernment that will put them down with u 
strong baud. The unruly and tho discon- 
tented, because they make a groat deal of 
noise and are crowded in towns, are apt to 
overrate their strenitth, both moral and 
numerioal. They are not a majority of 
any nation, or anything like a majority. 

THE BY- LA ri". 

Tho rejection of all the by-laws by the 
ratepayers shows very clearly that they 
have not much confidenca in the methods 
adopted by the City Council. It is not to 
be supposed that the ratepayers of Victoria 
do not want the sower system, that haa 
been commenced and on which so mucli 
money liaa been spent, completed. Neither 
can it bo imagined that they are unwilling 
to pay the debts contracted for the suppres- 
sion of the smallpox outbreak. AYe are 
very sur6 that they want the city better 
lighted than it is, and we are equally cer- 
tain tliat thoy are willing handsomely to 
sustain tho public library. The rejection 
of the by laws does not mean tliat tho citi- 
zens are not willing to spend money on 
these objects. Its true signiQcance, it 
seems to us, is that the ratepayers do not 
like tho way in which the Council does 
business, and they fear that if the power 
were given them to raise so much money, a 
great deal of it wouhl bo wasted. 

It ia to bo regretted that tho couucil was 
not put in a position to finish the sewera or 
to make those now laid of use. It is really 
a reproach to tho city to see so important a 
work as that abandoned oven for a time in 
an unfmished condition. Tliero ia, wo 
tliink, a way by which the work can bo re- 
sunvcd and carried to a completion without 
having another loan by-law submitted tu 
the ratepayers. If Alderman Hunter were 
to have his local improvement by-law so 
drawn up as to include the construction of 
tho sewera it could be passed by tho coun- 
cil and put in operation in a short time. 
Under it a complete syatom of sewers 
would in time be constructed without ad- 
ding a dollar to the city's debt. The pro 
perty improved \i^ould have, of courae, to pay 
for tho drainage. This it would have to do 
in any case, but the expense would bo mo 
equitably distributed and the work nioro 
conveniently done, as to time, under tlie 
local improvement plan than under the 
present system of general assessment 
If the work is properly taken hold 
of under the Betterment system we 
would not be at all surprised if, as the 
work progressed, the property owners came 
to the conclusion that tho rejection of the 
sewer by-law in August '!)2 waa a fortunate 
thing for all concerned. 

Let us have Mr. Hunter's Local Improve- 
ment Law. We are very strongly of tho 
belief that, applied to the construction of 
the sewera, as well as to other improve- 
ments, it will work to the aatiafaction of all 
who really wiah to see the work done. 

THE MONETARY CONFERENCE. 

A good deal baa been said of the mone- 
tary conference that is to be held in one of 

the oitiea of Europe this fall. Although 
the subject haa been ao fully and so widely 
diaoussed, and although so much is cipeotod 
from it by some people, neither the date nor 
tho place where the conference shall meet 
is yet decided upon. The President of the 
United States has appointed Commis- 
sioners to tho International Monetary Con- 
ference. They are said to be good men, 
whu have mado currency and tho ailver 
(iuestion a special study. We see among 
them tho names of two Senators, one 
member of the House of Representatives 
and one Professor. All the commissioners 
are bi-metallistg. It would never do for 
the President to send a "gold bug" to the 
conference. There will, it is most pro- 
b;ible, bo more than enougli of them lliere 
from the different European countries. 

The purpose of the conference 
is to " consider tho means by 
which the use of silver - in the 
currencies of the world can be extended. Ita 
nltimato purpose ia to study tho means, if 
any tliere lie, by wliicli the market value of 
silver cuu be mado stable, at a higher rato 
than it now bears, or at least at the present 
ono. The use of silver as money will be 
considered with reference to this result." 

The Americana have now been for some 
years trying by one means and another to 
keep up tlio price of silver. In 1878 tlie 
Blund-Allison bill provided that §2,00(J,I)0(J 
worth of silver should be coined every mouth 
into dollars, at the ratio, a& regards gold, of 
16 to 1. Those* coins were to be ^ legal 
tender for all debts, public or private. But 
this couaumption of silver, largo as it was, 
was not auliicieut to keep up ita price, so 
in 1S90 another silver bill was passed ro- 
(juiring the Government to purchase 4,500,- 
000 ounces of silver every month. This sil- 
ver is paid for in "Treasury notes," which 
are a full legal tender. Well, this devico 
was not more effeotive than the first

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in keeping up the price of silver. 
It fluctuated -' a little ut first 
and then kept going down and/ down until 
no^i'it i-is :16ifer3^ tha'n' it was ever, before. 
'When the Commissioners were appointed 
the other day the price of silver was, in 
New York, 84} cents an ounce, which 
makea the quantity of ailver in a legal ten- 
der dollar worth G4 centa. 

Tlio United States ailver men are begin- 
ning to see that it is quite as hard to keep 
up tho price of silver by artificial means as 
it would bo to keep up tho price of wheat 
or potatoes by such means. In a free coun- 
try it is simply impossible for the Govern- 
ment to regulate the price of any commod- 
ity. There is a law that regulatca prices, 
aud though it has never been written or 
crystallized into a statute, it is impossible 
for. either individuals or Goverumouts suc- 
cessfully to evade it for any length of time. 
One of the consequences of the coatinued 
puroliaae and coinage of ailver by the 
United Status Government ia that an im- 
mense quantity of silver bullion and silver 
coins has accumulated in the Treasury. 
On one of the last days of July there were 
in it $357,384,87.3 standard dollars and 
$S0,-179,594 worth of bullion at cost 
price. Tliis makes a total of 
ailver in tho United States Treuaury of 
$437,3S4,873. At the same time there 
were outstanding in silver certificates $331,- 
809,304 : in Treasury notes $105,560,170, 
and in legal tender. United States notes, 
$310, GSI.OIC, making a "total of paper of 
S7S4,0,")tj,4!)0. Besides the ailver wo have 
mentioned, tho United States has a gold 
reserve of $100,000,000, and in free gold 
$10,444,391. 

It is evident that the only effect which 
the attempts of the United States to bolster 
up silver has been to derange its currency 
and to produce terrilile embarraasment it a 
financial criaia should come upon tho coun 
try unexpectedly. With this object lesson 
before them, the members of the Interna- 
tional Monetary Conference will be very 
careful what conclusions they come to and 
what recommendations they make with re 
spect to the monetize itiou of silver.

Dawn 
in Gilliam county he laid siege to May's 
heart. 

Her parents objected, and the couple 
oloped last Tuesday, walking 20 miles the 
first night, and staged it to I'he Dalles, 
where they look the train west. They loft 
the train 10 milca outside of Portland 
and rode the balance of the distance 
to Portland in a buggy, where they em- 
barked on the steamer Wilmington. May's 
father in the meantime learned of the elope- 
nieut and gave hot chiise. . Ho urrived in 
Portland a few hours after their de- 
parture. When the couple arrived at 
Victoria they found that a telegram to the 
police liad preceded them, and had they 
landed would have been arrested. They 
came to Port Townaend expecting to get 
married, when they were arrested. The 
girl stoutly insists that she will marry 
Albertson. Her father is a one-armed vet- 
eran of the civil war, and took cbargo of 
the couple. They left for Oregon, where 
warrants are out charging Albertson with 
abduction,

Benlin, Aug. 23, — Much iadignation ei- 
iits in Cisael and vi«inity, owing to the 
closing of the grounds of tha Castle of Wil- 
halmshoe, during the sojourn there of tha 
five sons of Kaiser William. Wilhelmshoo 
is the Tarsaillea of Germany. The gardens 
aro tho fluent in Gerii.any and the palace ia 
regarded us one of the moat niagiiiti:;eDt 
renidencee in Europe. Visitors conn from 
all parts of the world to ice tho puiaco and 
grounds, and the closing of tlioin, during 
tho slay of the Princes, was not only a great 
disappointment to the viaitors, hut tho 
cause of great pecuniary loss to tho 
residents of Cassel and UBighborhood. 
It haa always been tho custom when 
royalty or royalty's guests were at Wilhelm- 
shoo to reserve one garden for tho occupants 
of the palace and to leave tko others open to 
viaitors. This time every garden has been 
cloicd and viaitors are dopartmg iu througi, 
while all cUsses of the inhabitants, from tlio 
iceopera of the hotfis and cufoa to tho cab- 
men and porters feel tho blow eevoroly. 
Tradcamen are complaining and the news- 
papers are demanding that the gardens bo 
opened.

President E. H. Stokes, of tho Ocean 
Oi-ove camp meeting association, Aslibury 
Park, has scat out notices to all hotel and 
cottage proprietors and boarders, reciucat- 
ing them to lay aside their pleasures and 
enjoyments for the next ten days and give 
themselves up to God and .

The 
period in (xueation ia what is known as "the 
great camp-meeting ^^■eek." Sojourners are 
reliijiously requested to fjivo up batliing, 
boating, tiahing and, in fact, everything 
that will in any manner interfere with tho 
religious services, or not to bo altogether in 
harmony with them. Salvation must bo 
pre-eininent, says the president, or Ocean 
Grove will sink to the level of other places. 
The Eojoumcrs do not take very kindly to 
the notice. 

Acting Superintendent Cobl- of the mint 
has received au etching of the bead of Co- 
lumbus from Washington City, froci which 
Engravers Barber and Morgan will make 
designs to be used in the souvenir half dol- 
lar. The etching represents tho ideal head 
of a man past 40 years of age. The features 
are Grecian, and seem to be absorbed in 
some great enterprise. The eyes have the 
dreamy, yet searching and penetrating 
glance so commonly seen in tho portraits of 
the early-day discoverers. The etching, 
which is by Focilion, shows a little more 
than a three-quarter face. In making tlie 
design a profile will be taken.

SOREilEAD RADICALS. 

Labouchcrc! and Sir Kilmond Reed Disappoint- 
ed liecauseU'IioyArc In the Cold. 

London, Aug. 23. — The St. James Gazette 
suggests that Mr. Gladstone did , not urge 
the Queen to accept Labouohere, because he 

preferred Labby'a opposition outside the 
cabinet to hia assistauca within. The paper 
adds that it must he tho bitterest reflection 
for such a vain man as Labouohere, and one 
who considers himself wonderfully cunning, 
that he has been overmatched by tho octo- 
genarian politician whom he at heart dis- 
pises, and is being laughed at by people 
whom ho would fain have regard him as a 
power in tho political world. 

Labouohere is not the only disappointed 
ofEce seeker who threatens to make trouble 
for the Gladstone government, lie has a 
rival in the person of Sir Kdward Reed, who 
is pranoioi; about London breathing out fire 
and slaughter because he has not been of- 
fered the first lordship of tho adnuralty. 
Reed was formerly chief constructor of the 
navy. Ho always considered himself to 
have been born with a title to tho headship 
of tho admiralty, and he claims that when, 
in 1S8G, ho accepted tho post of junior lord, 
he wua distinctly promised promotion by 
Gladstone at tho first opportunity. 

He was so sure of the lirst lordship this 
titno that he uotifiBd his election committee 
at Cardiff to arrange for his re-election on 
accepting ofSce. Greatly to his disgust ho 
was offered only his former position of chief 
constructor. Beed has always been a strong 
advocate of a strong navy. He affeota to 
believe that his exclusion from the cabinet 
indicates a choesc-pariug policy on tho part 
of the ue-.v government, and ho is prondsing 
himself to oppose such a programme tooth 
and nail, and to oppose, so far us he can, in 
tlie House the weaknesses which he alleges 
exist and call for remedy. Here and there 
another sorehead appears to criticise tho 
Gladstone goverqment, hut these two are 
tho most important malcontents, and their 
deflection from the ninka of the Premier's 
partiaana will hardly lliroali.'n tho success 
of his adniiniatration, though it may causo 
hiui some bad hours la debate. 



CHINESE EXCLUSION. 

The Amerlcun Law To Bo Tested in the Courts 
Offlclally. 

Cirio.Aoo, Aug. 23. — Sam Moy, prominent 

in the Chinese colony hero, surprised tho 
Covevninent officials by informing them yes- 
tu-rciay afternoon that orders had been re- 
ceived from China not to obey the law re- 
i|uiring Clunesc residents to take out certi- 
ficates of residence. He said tho govern- 
ment of China had sent out one of its olii- 
cials to this country to fight tho law in the 
courts. This minister from the Chinese 
court was in Chicago ten days ago, ho said, 
and informed him and others of the wishes 
of the Chiue.ae government. The represent- 
ative from the celestial empire had gone to 
Washington City to secure the best legal 
talent to lie hud, and tho law would be 
tested in the United States Supreme Court. 

A test would bo made of tho arrest of 
some Chinese in Detroit, where they arc 
held on tho charge of violating the exclus- 
ion law passed by the present congress. In 
this way t ho exclu8i(Ul law and the provis- 
ion compelling Chinamen to take out cer- 
tificates of residence would bo tested to- 
gether. Until a decision was rendered, he 
said, no Chinaman in Chicago would take 
out a certificate. Many of the Chinese liv- 
ing in this district are opposed to the re- 
quirements of the law, and most of them 
will probably follow the advice of tho Chin- 
ese representative. Some few of tho most 
intelligent of the race have, however, called 
on Collector AVarner and asked for par- 
ticulars concerning the law. 



THE PEACE CONGRESS. 

Sime of the Topics Whifh Will Form tho 
tiulOect of Discussion. 

London, Aug. 2.1. — Among the questions 
to be discussed are the following : " Tho 
scope and limits of international arbitration, 
and the objections raised to the application 
of this principle;" "the sanction apper- 
taining to arbitral decision;" "the conati- 
tution and work of tribunals;" "arbitra- 
tion treaties; " " tho neutralization of isth- 
muses and straits used as commercial high- 
ways;"^ " the ^ creation of a European 

point there is a considerable divergence of 
opinion among those who meet at the an- 
nual Peace Congress. It is whether the 
cause of hostility and alienation botween 
tha various governments and the best mode 
of dealing with them should or should not 
be discussed. On tho one hand, many do- 
sire the congressists should go beyond mere 
abstract theories and general propositions, 
and that the deliberations should have a 
practical character. Others fear that ({ucs- 
tions of actual policy may lead to undue ex- 
citement, and even recrimination, and so 
bring the Congress into public discredit. 



To Itciiirilj Oppressed Trade. 
London, A ug, 20. — Several hundred ship- 
Wrights have recently discharged from Ihe 
Clyde ship works. 'I'ho reason is that thorn 
is no work for them to do. Trade in Great 
Urituin eeema to bo going from bad to worse. 
The LancRshiro weavers are agitating 
for a legal eight-hoiit day in ordor 
to redtica jproductlon and prevent the 
t^iUi down eiiuscd by the accnmulation 
of stocks. It is said that Bomo of the mas- 
ters arc beginning to favor the eight-hour 
proposition. Tho Cotton Paoiory Times, a 
leading trade organ, has v.rgcd that tho way 
to prevent over-produetion is not to reduce 
wages but to cut down supplies. A vote 
was taken on the subject of eight hours by 
tho Preston weavers, last night, and the re- 
Bult showed that 3,600 of the weavers were 
infavor of ths establishing of an eiglit-hour 
day, while six hundred and .fifty-nine 
voted against tho proposition. At Black- 
burn, 15 miles from I'reston, tho seat of ex- 
tensive cotton and woollen industries, a 
simdar vote was taken among tho spinners. 
The balloting showed that of tho 1,10'J votes 
cast, UUl wero in favor ol tho eight-hour 
day and 201 against it. Tho nia-itcra in the 
iron and steel trade are considering a reduc- 
tion of their cniployos' wages, and tho out- 
look for tho British artisan could hardly be 
more gloomy.

To THE Si'OKTi.Nci EuiTou, — Uuatinted 
praise has been showered upon tho James 
Bay Athletic Association for tho wholesome 
aport afforded aquatic enthusiasts last Satur- 
day. Tho regatta waa such a noteworthy 
success tliat, perliaps, a devotee of the oar 
may be freely exonerated from presumption 
in tendering a few comments. 

In respect to popular interest and variety 
of events on tho programme, ono can easily 
riak the assertion that Saturday's local re- 
gatta would compare favorably with any 
distiuctire club event in the "East. It ia 
proiier to aay, however, that many of the 
Kastcrn or.^'aiiizationa have allowed their 
regattas to lapao into somewhat exclnsively 
social functions. As a consequence of this 
policy, the general public show no interest 
whatever in the individual clubs, and this 
in a measure explains the recent prevalent 
apathy in rowing Circles. This depressing 
efiect has, however, been counteracted by 
the annual gatherinc^s of the National Asso- 
ciation, and at present a strong revival of 
enthusiasm has begun in every quarter.
